IS ADVISED 

e j A great fundamental rule in land- 
r | scape gardening is to plant in masses 

- and not in isolated specimens; to 
e groups instead of scattering. Orchards 

are planted for economic reasons, giv¬ 
ing each tree a like amount of space. 
This insures uniformity of growth and 
bearing, ease and economy in cultiva- 
8 tion, irrigation and harvesting. No 
such considerations enter into garden 
s planting or ornamentals. On the con¬ 
trary, art, with a due regard for util- 

• ity, is the inspiration of the landscape 
8 designer. 

Trees, shrubs, and lowly plants 
should be grouped, each kind by it¬ 
self, for nature does so, and we should 
p follow her dictates. In this way you 
not only get artistic and natural ef¬ 
fects, but decided character, for so 

• planted, every part of the garden will 
1 stand for one thing and one only, and 
r is not duplicated. Therefore, every 

step marks an advance into some-

Books the in the li- 
1 brarv—all is order; every part of the 
interior has a character all its own 
and without specific rivalry. In a 
grocery store spices have one corner, 
pastry, etc., another, and fruits still 
another. Why do we in business 
house and residence, both master and 
mistress, respectively maintain such 
orderly disposition and yet throw com¬ 
mon sense to the winds when planning 
or planting the garden? Where, at 
such times, do both system and art 
hide their faces? Why has method fled 
and madness taken its place? 

The majority of home owners enter 
their premises in a hurry, gliding into 
the house with never a look at the 
garden, for it does not attract. In 
the house both needs and wants have 
been considered; all is convenience 
and comfort, snug and secluded; 
yours and yours alone. Outside all 
is bald and open, as free to view of all 
as of yourself; no shady seat, or cool 
or comfortable retreat, or pleasing va¬ 
riety, or even indication of exclusive 
j ownership is in sight. How.then, can 
] you feel the pride of possession? Sure- 
! I>" you cannot enjoy that you have not. 
What is the trouble? You have not 
Planned or planted aright or with any 
! forethought, or with comfort and en- 
j joyment in mind. You have a home 
inside but no suggestion of one out¬ 
side. It is possible to make the ex¬ 
terior the more attractive, for it pre¬ 
sents a broader scope, is nearer to na¬ 
ture. Not magic but common sense 
and a little study of the matter, will

Compromiat Report. 

At one time a great many years ago 
so much counterfeit money was In cir¬ 
culation that business men found It ad 
vantageous to use a counterfeit bank¬ 
note detector. 

A storekeeper In a New Hampshire 
village came Into possession of a bank¬ 
note which he strongly suspected to be 
counterfeit, so he sent it to a nearby 
city In charge of an old stage driver 
for examination.

HOW TO MAKE GIRDLES 
FROM REMNANTS.

There me charming posslbili 
ties in llie numerous bargain 
table remnants today, when a 
little money pills some ability 
will accomplish a smart waist 
garniture in short order. 

An attractive girdle can be 
made from a yard and a bait of 
black mcH*4tliue or any desired 
silk weave 

Crush an eight Inch strip 
around the waist and divide the 
rest Into one long strip the full 
eighteen Inches of the material 
Sew along the selvage edges on 
the wrong side, turn and finish 
each end In a point. Knot this 
over the girdle, which fastens 
with hooks and eyes a few 
inches to the left of the center 
front and have one end six 
inches longer than the other 
Sew a Jet tassel or ball to the 
end of each plant. A homemade 
trimming may be made instead 
by winding two small circles of 
cardboard with a bole In the 
center with heavy rope silk 
When closely wound cut the 
threads between these two rungs 
of pasteboard and tie them tight 
ly by strands of the rope silk 
slipped through the cardboard 
and tied tightly around the oeu 
ter. with end long enough to 
make loops. Make fourteen such 
balls. Fasten one at each point 
of the sush. crochet or chain 
stitch thiee ends three Inches 
long, attach a ball to each, then 
continue the euds for four or 
five Inches more and finish with 
another ball on the end of each 
one

N EW celery has a perfect forest 
of leaves If In good condition. 
The cartage cost of these 
leaves from field to kitchen 
Js something as they occupy at least 
half of the space of the whole bunch 
sometimes. Must they Inevitably go 
into the waste cnnV No. it is wholly 
unneessary. Every fair leaf may be 
cooked to the real enhancement of the 
menu on which It appears. 

Celery Is lower In price now and bet 
ter in some respects than at any other 
season of the year, but except for the 
hearts the most of It Is better cooked 
than raw. although poorly cooked eel- 
lery Is a dreary dlsb. We may dry 
some of the leaves for future use. al¬ 
though this Is less done than formerly 
because this relish Is In season prac¬ 
tically all the year around now. 

In a lamb stew the cooked celery 
tops, consisting of the leaves and the 
small stalk above the Joint, which Is 
rarely or never eaten raw. Is about the 
most savory thing In the whole dlsb. 

For greens we can use white and 
green leaves alike, picking them over 
as we pick over any greens, and re 
moving carefully those which are 
tough or rusty and also Ihe rusty 
stalks. Any very green and heavily 
ribbed outer stalks may be peelpd Just 
as rhubarb Is peeled, then cut up In 
small pieces and eooked with the 
greens The Inside Is white and pulpy. 
More than half of what Is most gener 
ally thrown away as refuse can he put 
to very good use. The leaves from 
ten good stalks of celery will furnish 
greens for three or four people or a 
salad for that number 
Celery Greens.—Do not remove the 
lenves from the stalk unless the latter 
Is rusty or inrge. After picking over 
wash very thoroughly In several wa 
ters. then drop Into boiling water and 
blanch for five minutes Drain, put 
back in kettle, cover with boiling wa¬ 
ter. slightly salted, and cook until ten 
der, or about half an hour, not allow 
ing the water to boll violently but to 
Just boll. Serve Just us you would 
other greens. Fresh butter and then 
a llttte lemon Juice or vinegar may be 
added. * 

A little of these greens, buttered and 
seasoned with a few drops of vinegar, 
was taken to some one who had never 
heard of using celery tops In this way. 
because very few people probably have 
ever tried cooking them, anil she at 
first seemed quite perplexed ns she 
tasted, thinking them like asparagus, 
and they are mild enough to suggest 
that. 

Cooked Celery Top Salad.-When the 
leaves are cooked, drain and add a 
little butter while they are hot then 
serve cold with only a few drops of 
vinegar, or do not add the butter and 
serve with a French dressing A guest 
who happened In while these were be¬ 
ing manipulated in various ways said 
very positively that she had eaten for 
worse salads.

How to Serve Cheese Daintily and 
With Satisfaction. 

The housekeeper of economical mind 
should uot fail to make a thorough 
study of cheeses They go far toward 
giving zest to o meal and are really 
nourishing They contain nitrogenous 
matter and are therefore a muscle or 
tissue building food Cheese Is a con¬ 
centrated food, however, and should 
he eaten In small quantities us a relish 
rnther than as the fundamental ele 
meut of a meal. 

The common American cheese Is 
generally supposed to be the most di 
gestible of Its family. In reality it Is 
not so easily digested as those which 
are known as ripe or old cheeses, such 
as Camembert. Roquefort and Brie 
The housewife of systematic habits 
will stock up her pantry with different 
cheeses for different purposes For 
flavoring, making rarebits and for 
cooked dishes she will use n good grade 
of American cheese or Parmesan The 
latter can he bought ready grated in 
bottles 

The best cheeses to serve with salad 
are the medium rich, such as pine 
apple. Edam. English dairy and Atner 
lean full cream The Neuchatel or 
cream cheese is also served with salad, 
hut Is less easy to digest than are the 
medium rich cheeses mentioned be¬ 
fore 

The most popular nftcr dinner 
cheeses are Roquefort. Camembert. 
Stilton. Llmburger. Brie. Schweitzer 
and Gorgonzola, nil very rich and ripe. 
Presumably they are Imported cheeses 
Quite often, however, they are made In 
America, nnd dealers claim they give 
just as good satisfaction ns the lui 
ported article 

When cheese is served both with the 
salad and with the coffee course a very 
dainty accompaniment for green salad 
with French dressing Is this: Spread 
thin snltlnes with a mixture of grated 
American cheese and butter in the pro 
portion of two tablespoonfuls of cheese 
to one of butter Dust lightly with 
cayenne pepper and stand for a mo¬ 
ment or so tn a quick oven For cheese 
served with the final dinner course 
there Is nothing more appropriate than 
hard crackers split and toasted a 
golden hrowu

How Cleanliness. Economy, Health, 
May Be Furthered. 

In the Interests of cleunltness, econ¬ 
omy nnd health it Is of the utmost 
Importance to know how to take proper 
care of milk No other article of food 
becomes so easily contaminated. Mere 
ly to mnke sure that the milk you buy 
Is pure Is not sufficient, for there are 
countless ways in which It cun be ren 
dored uuflt for use after It reaches 
your home 

Before removing the cap from a hot 
tie of milk the cap nnd the neck of the 
bottle should he washed and carefully 
wiped with a clean cloth. The cap 
should not be pushed down Into the 
milk. It may he easily removed with a 
sharp ixilnted Instrument without In 
Jurlng the contents. 

The bottle when once open should be 
kept covered, and the milk should be 
kept In the original bottle until It is 
used up The original rap should not 
be replaced but Instead an inverted 
glass may be put over the top of the 
bottle 

The bottle when not In use should, of 
course, always be left In the refrlgera- 
lot. and any milk that has been poured 
from It into another vessel should not 
be i otired back 

Onions nnd other foods having a 
strong odor, especially during the hot 
weather, very easily Impart their ills 
tlnctive smell to milk that Is left un 
covered. This Is an additional reason 
fer always keeping milk In a covered 
receptacle. -

How to Koop tho Hando From Chap¬ 
ping During tha Winter. 

The first chilly day Is the day to be¬ 
gin to wage a war against chapped 
hands. If you can keep your bauds 
from becoming chapped In the transi¬ 
tional weather between warm and cold, 
you will have little difficulty with 
them later on, for It Is In the first cold 
duys that they are especially sensi¬ 
tive to cold. 

Chapped hands are almost always 
caused by insufficient drying after 
washing or perhaps the water was ley 
cold and very hard, or used too hot 
Both extremes are bad for the skin. 

To preserve the hands In good condi¬ 
tion In cool weather they should, 
whenever possible, be washed In tepid 
water, and If this Is softened by a tea¬ 
spoonful of borax so much the better. 

Be sure to use u soap of good qual¬ 
ity nnd when drying the hands take 
the precaution of rubbing each finger 
separately. If the hands are rubbed 
over once a day with a slice of lemou 
and a little cold crenm or If mutton 
tallow Is rubbed into them thoroughly 
before going to bed at night there will 
be little danger of the skin becoming 
chapped or rough. 

An excellent and delightfully fra¬ 
grant cold cream for the bands, or the 
face either, can be made as follows: 
Take eight ounces of almond oil. one 
and one-quarter of an ounce of sperma¬ 
ceti. one and one-quarter of an ounce 
of white wax. Shred the wax and the 
spermaceti finely and put In a china 
marmalade Jar. A small enumel ware 
saucepan will do.

NEWS AND BOOZE 

Hollywood Citizen—For some time 
the liquor Interests of the country 
have been able to control the news 
columns of our great daily newspapers. 
If a news event occurs that might he 
taken as favorable to their business, 
it appears in big type and occupying 
much space in most of the larger dall¬ 
ies throughout the nation, but let the 
things occur which might lose sup¬ 
port for the traffic among decent citi¬ 
zens and it is either suppressed en¬ 
tirely or so concealed that its effects 
are minimized. When Champ Clark, 
an exponent and upholder of the li¬ 
quor traffic, disgraced the nation with 
his drunkeness at Detroit, the dis¬ 
patches to the dally papers contained 
no information thereof. When the 
state of Virginia voted dry the aver¬ 
age reader of the dally papers did not 
know it. But everyone knows of every 
state that voted wet, as they know of 
every other defeat which the forces in¬ 
terested in the cause of temperance 
sustain. Not satisfied with their con¬ 
trol of the news columns of the daily 
papers, the liquor forces of the coun¬ 
try recently undertook a nation-wide 
effort to get control of the columns of 
the small weeklies. In a treacherous, 
concealed, tricky manner, quite char¬ 
acteristic of their business, they sent 
out to the thousands of country news¬ 
papers under the name of the Farm¬ 
ers' Union, articles prepared in plate 
form, free of charge, for insertion in 
the papers. The first two installments 
of this service were deemed good and 
were accepted by many papers. When 
the third Installment came the indi¬ 
cations, to one who understood, were 
plainly that the liquor Interests were 
behind the scheme, and that instead of 
seeking to be of service to the farm¬ 
ers they were contributing their good 
money to control the opinions of the 
readers of the paper publishing the 
articles. The American Press Asso¬ 
ciation which had the contract for pre¬ 
paring this service for weeklies saw 
the evident scheme and warned the 
newspaper publishers. With this 
warning It is quite evident that the 
plan will be defeated. To the credit 
of the weekly newspapers It can sure¬ 
ly be said that the majority of their 
publishers are publishers of character 
who not only consider the interests of 
their readers but who place honesty 
above mercenary gain. The breweries 
will not control the one reliable class 
of newspapers which the public has 
to serve them.

CARE OF SWEATERS, 


How to Wash tho Knitted Jacket 8uo- 
aaaafully. 

The following method. If carefully 
followed, will result In great satisfac¬ 
tion to the one who wants a shapely 
sweater after It has been subjected to 
the process of cleansing After the 
ordinary methods as we all know, the 
sweater is such an unsightly object as 
to be forever shorn of its original 
heauty. 

Prepare a suds with lukewarm wa¬ 
ter. being particular to have plenty of 
water so that the sweater can be thor¬ 
oughly cleansed. Pass It through the 
suds, gently pressing and lifting until 
It appears to be perfectly clean. Pass 
through several lukewarm rinse waters 
and then through water slightly blued. 
Do not wring or stretch In any way. 
Next pin a clean piece of muslin firmly 
on a board wide enough to take the 
sweater Id its natural shape. Place the 
sweater on the board dripping wet 
with front out. placing and shaping It 
until exact shape and size as when 
worn Put In a strong sun and when 
front Is thoroughly dry turn over care¬ 
fully nnd dry the back When It is 
thoroughly dry you will find that It Is 
In Its natural shape, with pockets, cuffs 
and sleeves In perfect proportion.

How to Coro For tha Face and Keep It
